DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1 , the present invention discloses inserting null code as a textual 
data into a horizontal scan period within a vertical blanking interval of a frame in the 
video data stream when the video encoding means insert a first duplicate of a frame 
from the input TV signal into the video data stream, while the video data stream is 
encoded, as a result of the difference between the first frame period and the second 
frame period. 

The closest prior art, Linn (US 5,671 ,008) discloses inserting null data to the 
video signal but fails anticipate or render the above limitations obvious. 

Claim 7 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 1 1 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 17 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 21 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 22 is allowable for the same reason stated above.
